Gobblers!

You would think that after nine years in the Cali¬ 
fornia State Senate, I would get used to some of the 
turkey bills that gobble their way into law. This last 
year has been no exception, a few more gobblers have 
become law or, to put it another way, the taxpayer has 
once again be(.m given the bird. 

The state and the nation face serious problems. In 
case you didn’t know, we have inflation, crime, unem- 
polyment, housing and national security problems. These 
problems are still a long way from being solved, but 
please dont’ think your legislators are napping. We are 
out there working for you, and trying to spend your tax 
dollars as wisely as possible! 

Just to prove my point, look at how we are solving 
tlie baby-sitting problem in California. 

“Baby-sitting?” you might ask. “Why in the world 
is our state Legislature worrying about baby-sitting?” 

I have asked the same question, friends, and the an¬ 
swers have been iess lhan satisfying. 

I have mentioned this' subjiH.’l before, l)ut I think it 
bears repealing. Your state is operating i)aby-sitting oper¬ 
ations on campuses of the State Universities, University 
of Caliofrniii and now the Community Colleges. We not 
ony pay for baby-sitting facilities, wo are paying for the 
education tis well. You sec, we have a nice little pack¬ 
age going. 

Certain semantical games are played, of course. No- 
Ixxly wants to admit that it is baby-sitting. They call 
them “child dc'velopment centers.” Isn't that sweet. 

Wiien a bill (AB 229 by Asseml)lyman John Vascon- 
cellos, U-San Jose) to sixmd another $200,000 for baby¬ 
sitting hit the hopper this year, I called it what it was 

baby - sitting. 

The r(*six>nse was, “Well, I guess you could call It 
baby-sitting ...” 

Of course you could, because that’s just what it is. 
I find it a bit ludicrous that we are now spending well 
over a million dollars a year for such services when the 
state i-an’t si'em to find enough money for <>ducation or 
to opt'rate our prisons effectively. 

Instead we, the taxpayers, an' subsidizing baby-sit¬ 
ting programs on college campuses so young parents won't 
have to fact* up to their own child care responsibilities. 
But that isn’t the only kind of biiby-sitting about which 
we iire concerned. 

Another case in |K)int is AB 469, by Assemblyman 
Leon Ralph (U-Los Angeles). This dandy bill would ex¬ 
tend the workers’ comix'iisation law to all casual and 
household domestic workers, part-time gardeners, news- 
pap<‘r vendors and baby-sittei-s. 

There are those baby-sitters again. Only under this 
bill, you would have to ixiy woikers’ compensation to 
a baljy-sitter injun'd while taking care of your children. 
Many bal)y-sitters are elderly p('ople witli l)rittle Iwnes. 
Nana slipping off the couch or trii)ping o\er a tf)y while 
tending to junior’s ntHtls is now your legislator’s cono>m. 

Of course, you can always take out workers’ com- 
jM'nsation insurance. Wliat's an extra liundred bucks or 
so comparixl to the joy of knowing that your baby-sit¬ 
ters aiv pi'oti'c'ted by workers’ comjM'nsation? 

There are a few scenarios that might unfold. I can 
sj*!' it now; 

A husband comes home and says to his st>ouse, “How 
alwut going to a movie tonight, dear? Ix't’s get a l)aby- 
sitter for the kids and just you and I will go out and 
relax a l)it.” 

And her resjK)nse gtx's tills way: “(lee. I’m soriy 
dear, tmt I forgot to reiK'w our workers’ compensation 
insurance last month. If we hire a babysitter and she 
gets hurt lifting the baby, we could lx- in a financial 
m<*ss.’’ 

Husband asks, “W'l'll, why didn't you renew the in¬ 
surance?” 

Wife answers, "It was just a little matter of ('ither 
n'newing the insurance or liuying fcxxl. I optixi for the 
latter.” 

Sound far-fetched? Don’t you Ix'lieve it. The obvious 
will, of (X)urse, hiippen. Fewer baby-sitters will lx* hiri'd. 
a lot of iH'ople will break the law, and less resjx'ct for 
our govi'rnment will ensue. 

As long as we have the present Legislature, you, out 
there, don’t ha\e to worry alxiut the probU'ins of baby¬ 
sitters. We have the baby-sitting well in hand. That’s a 
comforting thought, isn't it?
